PROSPEROUS BUILDING ERA. 


• Further proof that the Eastbay district is 
experiencing not a boom but a healthy and 
lasting expansion due to the development of 
Its numerous resources is to be found in the 
July report on building and population. 
" Based on the new water connections made 
during the thirty-one days of July, this tabula- 
tion shows that 767 new buildings, ha^e been 
Started and that persons from fire foreign 
countries, twenty-five states and fifty-two Cali- 
fornia cities have established their residence 
here. 


In Oakland there ia a total of 505 new build- 


ings for the month, a gain of 3 per cent over 
the previous month; in Berkeley, a gain of 45 
per cent; in Alameda, a gain of 3 per cent; in 
Bichmond, a gain of 14 per cent; and the aver- 
age gain for the Eastbay, 10 per cent. 


It is also interesting to note thaf" in the case 


of Oakland the erpansion comes largely in the 
district east of Broadway. It is here that the 
building growth in most noticeable and the sec- 
tion north of Foothill boulevard, between High 
street and Eighty-second avenue, led all others 
with. 117 new buildings. 


When figures of this sort are published the 


resident of the Eastbay region awakens,to a 
realization of the growth of the community. 


-"Elsewhere booms rise and fall. Healthy expan 


sion is established on a firm foundation. 


CONTRA COSTA COUNTY FARMING. 
Contra Costa county 1» already established 


in the mind's eye of the manufacturing world 
as a center^of importance. This is due to the 
fact that the value of the products emanating 
from this county aggregate about $400,000,000 
a year. 


But there is another reason for the financial 


success of the county, one called attention to 
by the Richmond Chamber of Commerce in a 
recent survey which points to Contra Costa 
county as one of the State's important fanning 
communities. 


It will come as a surprise to many that there 


are 300,000 acres under cultivation in Contra 
Costa county; that 35,000 dairy cattle are 
cared for; that f2,225,000 is invested in cream- 
eries; that it is the third county in the State 
in almond production with some 250,000 trees; 
that the grain crops aggregate ?350,000; that 
the garden truck and small fruit totals 
§2,400,000; and that the poultry and egg invest- 
ment is close to a million and a quarter dollars. 


THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 


-x £he Xational Industrial Conference Board's 


*^ ^ 
^latest report tells in non-technical terms how 


building boom which started in 1919, 


^coupled with the shortage accumulated by the 


forced up the prices of building labor 
materials. 


< Tie report states that the shortage of build- 
ing labor is the outstanding factor of the high 
^cpst of building, and was the chief cause in the 
.limitation of construction immediately follow- 
ing the war, when building labor was forced 
to seek other work and when apprentices were 
discouraged from entering the building trades. 
The failure of the supply of skilled building 


x labor to keep pace with demand the board 
traces to the immigration restrictions, and to 
the fact that employers in the past did not 
encourage apprenticeship. 
Consequently the 


hourly wages in 17 building crafts are 100 per 
cent higher than in 1914. 


The board recently issued a chart comparing 


the average hourly earnings of some of the 


"-Task industries of the country. 
This chart 


.very clearly shows that the hourly earnings 
of building labor are by far the highest in any 
industry in the United States.

PLAN TO CURB RECKLESS 
DRIVER. 


Alarmed by the ravages of the reckless driver 


of automobiles, men are beginning to discuss 
ways and means for curbing his endeavors. 


The campaign of the Eastbay Safety Coun- 


cil, the increase in the number of traffic offi- 
cers, and the education of the community has 
already borne fruit and done much to reduce 
the number of deaths and injuries resultant of 
reckless driving, but the danger is not yet over. 


Now Judge L. E. Weinmann of Alameda has 


evolved what he believes to be a short cut to 
the desired end. He proposes that legislation 
be enacted whereby drivers of motor cars will 
be forced to carry insurance protecting persons 
and property, and that this insurance be issued 
only after examination as to the applicant's 
capabilities as an operator. 


In other words, the jurist proposes to strike 


at the habitually reckless driver through his 
pocketbook, always an effective rieans of driv- 
ing home a truth; and having done this to 
subject him to the stringent test that insur- 
ance companies would prescribe were they made 
parties in the affair. 


Whether such a plan is feasible remains to 


be seen. It will inconvenience many careful 
drivers and it will cause others to decry the 
legislation as a scheme to increase the insur- 
ance revenues, but it may result in the develop- 
ment of some better scheme and as such is 
worthy of consideration.

EXPERIMENTS IN FORESTRY, 


Kecommendations that the University 
of 


California take steps to establish an experi- 
mental forest of redwoods planted along scien- 
tific lines have been made by Professor Wood 
bridge Metcalf of the forestry department, 
who has just returned from a 15,000 mile tour 
of investigation. 


He 
suggests 
that local 
lumbermen be 


induced, as those in the East have been, to 
aid the university by donating an acreage of 
from ten to twenty-five* thousand acres in the 
redwood region. 
There the university could 


carry on its investigations which would be of 
tremendous benefit to the State. 


There is a total of more than 500,000 acres 


in the redwood region now and only 20 per cent 
of this is suitable for or devoted to agriculture. 
Professor Metcalf contends that the establish- 
ment of a station on thi» preserve would in a 
hhort time be self supporting, the revenue com- 
ing from the visitors and students who would 
be attracted to it. 


The need for experiments in redwood growth 


is all too obvious. With all its speedy growth 
it cannot compete with the careless camper. 
The pine has been taken care of by the Govern- 
ment, and if Professor Metcalf has his way the 
redwood will be accorded similar attention.

Meteors Due Sunday 


On next Sunday, August 10, the 


earth is du« to encounter one of 
the best known swarms of meteors 
or "shooting stars." 
This swarm 


is known among scientists as the 
"Persieds" because of the fact that 
the point of the sky from which 
the shooting stars seem to come U 
in the constellation named Per- 
seus. 
' 
These shooting stars are really 


very small grains of sil'd matter 
—probably iron or rock. 
Many 


astronomers believe that they are 
fragments of comets that 
have 


broken up. At any rate, they more 
around the sun In orbits, as some 
of the comets do. "Each year on 
the dates when our earth crosses 
the orbits of these various swarms 
of particles we have displays of 
shooting stars The particles burn 
up instantly from friction as soon 
as they enter our atmosphere. 


Ko one can predict just how 


good the August display will be 
this year. 
It depends upon how 


many of the particles happen to 
be just that part of their orbit; 
when the earth passes through It, j 
Some years the displays are really 
marvelous. 
For 
example, 
the 


great meteor shower of November 
27, 1885, Is still discussed by thos« 
who were fortunate enough to wit- 
ness it. 


But on next Sunday night, and 


possibly during the latter part of 
the night preceding, there ought 
to be many more shooting stars 
thnn usual. 
BY STUDYING THE MOON 
When there is an eclipse of the 


moon it is because the earth has 
gotten between the moon and the, 
sun and has cut off temporarily i 
the light that reaches our sateJlte. 
The moon is never entirely black I 


and invisible; there la always a 
little grayish light on It by which • 
we can see where it it even when 
it 1* totally eclipsed. 


Thi light comet from th« earth's 


atmosphere. Some Of the light from 
the sun is bent out of Ut straight- 
line path by passing through the 
air. 
The light rays bend inward • 


and gome of them illuminate the 
moon, even -though it Is really IB 
the earth's shadow. 


Wiliard Fisher has been study- 


ing this phenomenon by meant of . 
an examination of the recorded 
visibility of brightness of the moon ' 
during numerous eclipses that the 
astronomers have observed.

find*, much to everyone's surprise. 
that the eclipsed moon la mueh' 
brighter when the light rays bent 
around the earth come through the 
southern half of the earth'* atmos-

Bernard Lyet 
reported last month to the Acad- 
emy of Science* in Paris that h« 
had tested the light received from 
Mercury and had compared thlt' 
light with that arriving from the." 
moon and from Mars.

gree of what is called polarization. 
Mars and the moon are known to 
be naked, rocky surfaces. The as-
